WASHINGTON — The govern- 
ment shutdown is over — at least 
for a few weeks — but there 
remains a real, deep disagreement 
between President Clinton and the 
Republican Congress over how to 
balance the federal budget.

Idaho economy was stronger last 
year but will be weaker in future 


Postal officials finally find Social; Security checks 


BOISE (AP) — Idaho’s economy 
was stronger in 1995 than state ana- 
lysts predicted it would be just last 
October. 

. But they have scaled back even 
further their outlook for the next 
several years. 

"Although the projection for 1995 
was revised-upwards," the -analysts 
said in the Batt administration’s new 
economic' forecast, “the slower 


forecast will more than erase this 
positive difference." 

But the .administration under- 
scored there is no evidence Idaho is 
headed into the kind of downturn 
that marked the mid-1980s. They 
predicted the economy will still 
expand at higher rotes through 1999 
than the riational economy. 

"While the Idaho economy will 
grow more slowly than it did in the 
early 1990s, it will still move for- 


ward at a rate that most states would 
envy," the new forecast said. . 

After performing more sluggishly 
during the first half of 1995 than 
anticipated, the state economy 
picked up significantly in the last six 
months. That resulted in personal 
income rising 6.5 percent over 1 994 
as nonfarm employment grow. by 3 
percent. 

The.slowcr expansion in the com- 


economic improvement in other 
states; especially California, which 
will curtail the fiighl*of businesses , 
and workers to Idaho.

Geologists: Earthquake-destroyed 
Sodom and Gomorrah - not sin

LONDON — An earthquake may be' the real fire 
and brimstone that did in the 'Biblical cities of Sodom 
and Gomorrah, said to have been dcstroycdjjy God 
in retribution for sin. 

And Lot’s wife? 

It's more likely she drowned than turned into a pil- 
lar of salt, according to Graham Harris and Anthony 
■Bcar dow. i 

The British geologists say they discovered the'like- 
ly remaips jsf the two Biblical cities — and evidence - 
contrndicting ..the Biblical legend of their destruction 
— near the Dead Sea. . 

For over a century,' archeologists hove tried to 
locate the cities. .The geologists said they believe thi 
legendary Vale ofVSiddim, -where the cities flour- 
ished, was northeast of the Lisan Peninsula, which 
juts out and divides the Dead Sea into two basins. 

The geologists wrote in December’s Quarterly 
Journal, of Engineering Geology that the area was 
probably destroyed after an earthquake liquefied the 
rocks and soil the cities were built on, toppling all the 
buildings. ' '

The geologists believe that Sodom and Gomorrah 
. were located near the southeast comcr.of the North 
Basin because it. was rich in. both salt from the DeacL^ 
Sea and bitumen, or asphalt, which was mined near- 
by. Both were very important resources in the 
•ancient world, and there are still bitumen deposits in - 
the area. M . 

Harris and Bcardow theorize the bitumen'lgnitcd 
dupng the earthquake - nnd the fire helped to destroy . 
the cities. The earthquake and liquefaction of the vast 
area under the cities are also, likely to have created a 
tidal wave in the Dead Sea, they said. 

According to Genesis, Lot was the only righteous 
man in Sodom and was warned of the city’s impend- 
ing destruction. He fled with his family, but his wife 
disobeyed the only condition God set: not to look 
back os they ran. She looked back, and was turned 
into a pillar of salt. 

The. geologists have their own theory about Lot’s 
wife. •
